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On 15 February 1952, 35 single-engine planes and biplanes were parked at 
Brandenburg-Arado airfield, The biplanes took off and landed individualiy 
during the time of observation. The aircraft cireled over the field for 20 
to 25 minutes. The crews were changed ai'ter each Landing. At 2 poma, there 
was flying by single-enpine planes. Two aircraft were aloft at the same 
tine. This flying activity lasted until dusk. #
